Thimayya said he is certain in 


his own mind that all prisoners in 
the pro-Red camp — 22 Americans, 
1 Briton and 328 North Koreans- 
decided to stay with the Commu 
nists because of firm political be- 
liefs. 


Thimayya pictured ,the Ameri- 


cana as suspicious and hostile and 
pointed.out that^any who wanted'to 
go home could do so easily merely 
by turning himself over to an In- 
dian guard. 


Study, Travel, Farm 


The Indian chairman of the Neu- 


tral Nations Repatriation Commis- 
sion said the 22 Americana tolc 
him Tuesday that after they are 
released some plan to attend uni- 
versities in Peiping and other 
cities. Others plan to farm in 
China or visit Iron Curtain coun- 
tries in Europe. 


"They say they will work to- 


wards world peace," Thimayya 
said. 


He added that one American tolc 


him that any who change their 
minds and decide to go honie, aft- 
er say five years, will return to 
the United States.

PARIS <#)— On the 'heels 


of a sharp warning from U. S. 
Secretary of State Dulles of a 
possible American "reapprais- 
al'.' of its European policies, 
the NATO Council of Minis- 
ters today voted to boost its 
warplane and troop strength 
in 1954. 


The council, governing body ot 


the 14-nation Atlantic Pact, met 
as French officials were reported 
furious over Dulles' statement that 
a shift in American policies could 
follow any French failure to ratify 
the European Army pact soon. 
Parts newspapers termed it a 
"blunt ultimatum." 


In London, British newspapers 


of varying political complexions 
also blasted Dulles. 


In Bonn, however, Chancellor 


K o n r a d Adenauer's Christian 
Democratic party hailed his warn- 
ing as "logical nnd natural." 


Approval of increased force for 


the alliance was reported by. an 
American delegate. 


The delegate said the approved 


figures were those submitted by 
the military committee Monday. 


A 
highly 
informed 
American 


military officer said these recom- 
mendations included: 


1. An Increase in, the NATO fttr 


force of more than 1.300 war- 
planes, boosting the alliance's air 
power to 5,700 planes by the end 
Of 3954. 


2. Aii 8 per cent increase in 


ground forces, bringing NATO's 
frontline and reserve divisions to 
107 by the end of the year. 


The delegate said the report ran 


into no opposition.

school district, at least 12 rural 
districts and parts of nine rural 
districts. The grade school districts 
are located within the bounds of 
the existing Polo Community high 
school district. The area lies main- 
ly in Ogle county, ,but includes 
smaller parts of Lee and Whiteside 
counties.^ 


1J6 Square Mile* 


The area includes 116 square 


miles. About 800 students now live 
in the area, but officials expect the 
school-age population to increase 
to 1,200 by 1960, according to Willis 
Pittinger, Polo high school princi- 
pal. 


Each district in the district now 


Is governed by a board of educa- 
tion. Under the community unit 
plan, one board of education would 
be chosen for the entire district. 


The filing of the petition is the 


result of a series of meetings held 
last spring and summer, Pittinger 
said. At that time, directors of all 
schools involved met to discusn 
problems faced by the schools. 


Brown Chairman 


George Brown, Rt. 2, Polo, is 


chairman of the petition commit- 
tee for the group sponsoring the 
plan. The group has set up a 
speakers bureau and will send 
speakers to local meetings to dis- 
cuss and explain the plan.

Pittinger 
sa'id the group hopes that an elec- 
tion may be called about Feb. 20.

serving jail terms.

September.

Frank realizes that for most effi- 
cient use of time that it should be 
larger. , 


Frank said that one of the most 


important single Items in profit- 
able egg production Is getting the 
cmca* eariy. juast year new 
chicks were purchased In Febru- 
ary.- The** were In full produc- 
tion during the late summer and 
fall months .which, historically, 
are the Ugh egg price months. 
Usually In December or around 
the'first of the year there- 1s a 
marked decline in egg price* be- 
cause of the large supply at that 
•time of the year.

Fails to See Gloomy Picture of 
National Business Prospects 


Business forecasts remind us of 


some weather forecasts that read: 
"Partly cloudy. Scattered show- 
ers." Let us look at some of the 
basic facts. 


Business activity took quite a 


jump in the last half of 1952. Em- 
ployment figures increased sharp- 
ly. Production -workers put in more 
hours per week. Hourly wage rates 
increased. And average weekly 
earnings of factory workers climb- 
ed from $66 a week to $72./These 
high-level 
f i g u r e s ' continued 


through 1953 until very recently, 
when there was some downturn. 


While business activity was run- 


ning very high, average prices of 
basic products, 
including farm 


products, worked lower. This down 
trend continued until early Octob- 
er. At that time average prices of 
these basic products turned up- 
ward.' The upward trend has con- 
tinued for the past eight weeks. 
Price advances have averaged 
about four percent for spot com- 
modities and seven per cent for 
futures. 


Executive)! Optimistic 


Many manufacturing executives 


are optimistic about the first quar- 
ter of 1951. Basis of their confi- 
dence is order already on file, as 
recently reported at the annual 
meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. 


Manufacturers of popular auto- 


mobiles are planning to push car 
output early in 1954 above corres- 
ponding 1953 levels. Some auto fi- 
nance companies are planning to 
offer easier terms. 


Housing starts are holding up 


well. Mortgage money, difficult to 
obtain a few months ago, is plen- 
tiful now. 


Life insurance are up 17 per 


cent this year over 1952 figures. 
This makes more money available 
.for the insurance companies to 
jloan or invest.

Loan Willingness 


Another reason for the easier 


money is action by the Federal 
Reserve System that has increased 
the desire nnd ability of banks to 
'make loans. 
. 


The next big depression will 


come when business stops spend- 
ing money for new plants and 
equipment. Such expenditures were 
at an all-time high of $28 billion 
in 1953. Most signs point to con- 
tinued large outlays for new facil- 
ities in 1954. 


Among the industries planning 


large expenditures In 1954 are oil. 
automobiles, electric power, and 
chemicals. Some of the expendi- 
tures planned for the year to to 
provide for increased production. 
Others are to reduce production 
costs, to bring out new products, 
and to "meet the competition.", 


Big Contract* 


Big construction c o n t r a c t s 


awarded during hte first 11 months 


of this year totaled about $13.8 bil- 
lion. This is only about seven per 
cent less than the corresponding 
1952 total. Work on most of these 
contracts will continue through the 
coming year. 


Even sales of farm machinery 


are holding up better than one 
might suppose from some of the 
talk. One manufacturer says that 
dealer stocks are below normal. 
This company has been operating 
at 40 per cent under year-before 
levels, but it is now selling ma- 
chinery faster than it is producing 
it. Another big manufacturer of 
farm'machinery, one that also pro- 
duces industrial equipment, has 
just completed its second highest 
year of sales. This 
company's 


sales 'for the past year were off 
only about four per cent from 
those of the previous year.

URBANA — Eligibility for crop 


price support's in "1954 will be on an 
individual crop basis. You'll have 
to be within your acreage allot- 
ments on only those crops for 
which you want supports. 


This is the latest ruling from the 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture, says O. L. Whalin of the 
agriculture extension service at the 
University of Illinois. 


Previously the USDA had an- 


nounced that a. corn or wheat pro- 
ducer would have to comply with 
all crop acreage allotments on his 
farm in order to be eligible for 
price supports on any one crop. 
This /ruling had also been an- 
nounced for cotton, tobacco, pea- 
nuts and rice. 


Whalin says the ruling was 


changed because some fall-seeded 
crops had already been planted 
when it was issued. In addition, 
some referenda votes on acreage 
allotment and marketing quota 
provisions had been taken. 


• For the years beyond 1954, Wha- 
lin believes the cross-compliance 
requirements will be put into ef- 
fect. That is, you'll have to observe 
acreage allotments on all crops on 
your farm in order to get price 
supports on any one. 


However, the announcement will 


be made in advance of the time for 
planning and planting the support- 
ed crops.

Early Chicks 
Pay Off on 
Pfoutz Farm 


Mrs. Glenn Pfoutz, Anhton, says 


"In order to make money in the 
egg business you have to start 
your chicks early In order to take 
advantage of high egg prices in 
the late summer and early fall 
months." In 1954, she will get her 
chicks Feb. 9. 


In 1950. she lost 58 cents per hen. 


These were late hatched chicks- 
May l. She had chick troubles and 
consequently only realized $91 per 
hundred dollars feed fed, accord- 
ing to Farm Bureau farm manage* 
ment records. 


Since \then things have been 


much better for the Pfoutz poultry 
enterprise. In 1951. the returns 
above feed costs per hen were 
$2.70, or $157 return per hundred 
dollars feed fed. These chicks were 
purchased Feb. 23. 


1952 was even better, returning 


$3.24 above feed costs per hen and 
$169 per hundred dollars feed fed 
from chicks purchased Feb. 19. It 
looks now as if 1953 will be better 
yet when the books are summa- 
rized. 


Mrs. Pfoutz thinks a good mar- 


keting program is important. She 
gets well above current receipt 
price by selling to a buyer who 
takes them directly to Chicago. 
She takes out any "checks" and 
cleans dirty ones with sandpaper. 
With clean, dry nests, however, 
cleaning is kept at a minimum. 


She admits that her flock of 246 


birds is too small. It takes little 
extra,money and effort to have a 
500-hen flock. 
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X-RAY SPOTS RHINITIS 


Atrophic rhinitis can now be 


spotted by X-ray. Purdue research- 
ers developed the new process. 
From now on, it will not be neces- 
sary to kill the hog to find out it 
he is sick, says Capper's Farmer. 
The Purdue men also learned that 
not only young pigs, but older hogsr 
can get rhinitis. Five healthy older 
hoga were 'placed with diseased 
animals and one developed a 
crooked snout and bled at the nose. 


HENHOUSE VENTILATION 


A fan turned on and off by a 


thermostat does the best job of 
ventilating a poultry house.

VACCINE FOR PINKEYE 


Vaccinating to control pinkeye 


may be a reality soon. A veterinar- 
ian at Texas' Angleton station iso- 
lated the organism that causes the 
disease, then made a vaccine to 
fight it. The new preventive isn't 
wholly effective, but it helps 85 
per cent of the animals on which 
it is used, states Capper's Farmer. 
It is good for about nix months, 
costs 20 to 30 cents a dose. Here- 
fords are more susceptible to pink- 
eye than other breeds of cattle, 
with Jerseys second. Angus, Brah- 
man and Angus-Hereford cross- 
breds are highly resistant.

Perplexing Problem of Divorce 


May Be Clarified in 1954 


- There is a strong possibility that 1954 might clear the 


air about one of the nation's most perplexing social problems: 
Divorce. 
There are two reasons: 
1. The house committee will take up a bill, passed by 


• the senate earlier this year, that would require each state to 
" honor a divorce obtained in another state if certain require- 


2 The Supreme Court will be asked to decide whether 


a person must be a domiciliary of the state in which he se- 
cures a divorce.

These two questions are at the very heart of the divorce 


.problem, which has bewildered lawyers and judges ever since 
the United States came into being.

': ' Sen. McCarran (D-Nev), author of the bill now before 
the'-house, said today that many divorced Americans are con- 


• - fronted with becoming lawbreakers if they get married again. 


This, McCarran said, is because a divorce secured in one 


state may not be honored 'in another and the parties to the 


' divorce may be accused of bigamy if they remarry. Such a 


thing has happened. 
>

McCarran's bill says that, when four specific require- 


ments are met a divorce granted legally in one state "must 
be given full faith and credit in every state as a dissolution 


, of such marriage." . 
These, he said, are the requirements: (1) The divorce 


decree must be final; (2) it must be valid in the state in 
which rendered; (3) it must meet the jurisdictional require- 
ments of the state granting the divorce, and (4) both parties 
to the divorce must appear personally or be represented by 
counsel at the court proceedings.

The McCarran bill would "implement" the full faith and 


credit clause of the Constitution, which says: 


"Full faith and credit shall be given in each state to the 


public acts, records and judicial proceedings of every other 
state. And the congress may by general laws prescribe the 
manner in which such acts, records and proceedings shall be 
proved; and the effect thereof." 
" The. Constitution says nothing whatsoever about divorce. 


McCarran and others long have maintained that a consti- 
tutional amendment would be.required before the nation 
could have a uniform divorce law. 


,' McCarran is opposed to a uniform divorce law. Every 


effort to enact one over the years has met with failure. 
•

• The senator's home state of Nevada for a long time has 


been regarded as the nation's unofficial divorce center. Re- 
cent tabulations by the national office of vital statistics show: 


. In 1950. the national average for' divorces was 2.6 for 


each 1,000 persons. In Nevada, the average was 55.7. Florida 
was second with an average of 6.5.

-- ;Supreme Court Justice Hugo Black has said: 
•' '"A divorced person's liberty .. . hinges on his ability to 


'gtiess' at what may ultimately be the legal and factual con- 
clusions resulting from the consideration of two of the most 
uncertain word symbols in all the judicial lexicon, 'jurisdic- 
tion'and'domicile.'" 


Here's what might very well happen under the law as it 


stands:

~; McCarran's bill would seek to settle the question of jur- 


isdiction-—which involves the issue of whether the state 
granting the divorce has the legal power to act in the case. 
The appeal to the Supreme Court next month should settle 
the question of domicile. 
r There' are' further considerations, of course, such as 


property settlements, alimony and-child custody. But these 
questions do not figure directly in the two big questions now 
up for decision.

' A divorce decree does nothing but dissolve a marriage. 


All settlements come under separate court orders. 


Everyone knows,, of course, that many Americans are 


morally if not legally guilty of perjury when they seek a di- 
vorce decree. Many a citizen is lying under oath, when, after 
going to Nevada from another state to seek a divorce, he or 
she swears intention to reside in Nevada. But legally, under 
the^six weeks' 'requirements, there is no perjury. 


It is this question of domicile that is at issue in the ap- 


peal which will go to the Supreme Court by Jan. 15.

Opening Lead Is Most Important 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


AH every 
experienced player 


know*, the correct lead from a par- 
ticular holding varies with the na- 
ture of the contract. If the oppo- 
nent* wind up in a auit contract, 
for example, you might lead one 
suit; whereat you would lead a 
different cult if,the opponents were 
in a no-trump contract. 


Even if you don't change the 


suit that you decide.to lead, the 
card may still differ with the con- 
tract. For example-you would sure- 
ly lead the king of a »ult headed 
by K-Q agalnit a trump contract; 
but you would utually lead fourth 
bent from that suit unless the top 
cards also included the jack or the 
ten. 


In today's hand, West would 


have led a low heart if his hearts 
had been king, queen, and four 
very low cards. He decided to 
lead the king because his suit was 
a six-carder and included the nin« 
among the spot-cards. This is an 
important thing to remember about 
opening leads against no-trump: 
Treat a six-card suit headed by K- 
Q-8 aa though St were K-Q-10. 


The reason for this is shown in 


today's hand. The length of the 
suit gives you a chance to pick: up

One of the most serious prob 


lems about undulant fever is the 
difficulty in making a diagnosis. 
Symplons help when they are Char- 
acteristic. 
Finding the germs in 


the blood is decisive but too often 
this 
fails, 
particularly 
in 
the 


chronic type of the disease. There 
is certainly need for better and 
more accurate tests than are now 
available. 


Many treatments are in use. 


The most promising are the sulfa 
drugs and the antibiotics or com- 
binations of these. The results of 
treatment, although Improved, are 
not always entirely satisfactory so 
that prevention Is highly impor- 
tant. For the Individual the most 
important preventive measure is 
to drink only pasteurized milk.

Whitfield, 
Santee Face 
Suspension 


European Tour May 
Be Violation of 
Amateur Statutes 


NEW YORK an — The brilliant 


track careers of Mai Whitfield, the 
world's top half-miler. and Wei 
Santee, America's fastest miler, 
were threatened today by an Ama- 
teur Athletic Union investigation. 


The probe, growing out of * 


European tour by an American 
track team last summer, was dis- 
closed Monday night by Dan Fer- 
ris, AAU secretary, who said it 
concerned alleged violations of the 
amateur rules. 


If the charges are proven, Ferris 


said, both runners could be barred 
for life. 


They are not under suspension at 


the present "because right now the 
evidence is too thin," Ferris said. 
He 
added, however, that the 


charges—under investigation for 
nearly four months—had bsrrsd 
either man from consideration for 
the Sullivan award, the AAU's 
highest honor to an amateur ath- 
lete. 


Whitfield and Santee were omit- 


ted from the list of eight eligible 
athletes announced last month. 
' 


Santee said Monday night that 


after their return from Europe he 
and Whitfield had "spent quite a. 
bit of time talking those things 
over with Dan Ferris, and I felt 
then that he was satisfied." 


In Los Angeles Whitfield denied 


that he had injured his amateur 
standing during the European tour. 
He said he had never accepted any 
prizes except those approved by 
AAU officials. Whitfield said he 
and Santee both felt Ferris was 
satisfied1 with the situation after 
their long talk with him. 


Ferris said the alleged violation 


of rules by Whitfield took place in 
Sweden and that charges against 
Santee developed out of Germany. 


"When we race on those tours," 


Santee said, "they offer prizes that 
are products for which the locality 
is famous. The prize* may be steel 
knives, or suitcases, or glassware, 
or cameras and so on. 


"I am a camera fan, and when 


we went to Germany I suggested 
that all my prizes be pooled so 
that I would get just one—a robot 
camera. A German AAU official 
agreed. 


"But when the tour was over he 


said they could not give me the 
camera and I let him know that I 
was very much disappointed." 


Santee also said that he roomed 


with Whitfield on most of the tour 
and added: "I'm quite positive he 
didn't ask for the things that be \ 
was accused of asking for." 
\ 


Ferris said that the American. \ 


AAU had asked the governing ath- 
letic bodies in Europe to substanti- 
ate the charges. 


"We received some Information 


from them," he said. "Now w« 
have to hear the boys' side of the 
story."

bassador Georgi Zarubin paid a 
visit Monday to Acting Secretary 
of State Walter Bedell Smith. 


The crux of the disagreement 


seemed to be: The Russians want 
ed to talk about their whole lend 
lease account, nearly 11 billion dol 
lars by U. S. estimate. The United 
States wanted to discuss only the 
186 ships. 


The spokesman said the impasse 


puts things back to where they 
were Nov. 5, 1952, when the United 
States was demanding return of 
the ships or a meeting to work out 
their return. 


The vessels were sent to Russia 


in World War II. 


The United States has assessed 


the ships at $2,600,000,000 but has 
agreed to take 800 million dollars 
The Russians have said 300 million 
is all they are willing to pay.

"Some- 
thing went wrong with the mecha- 
nism and he fixed it. Then ha 
handed the rifle to me. I don't 
know what happened, but the gun 
discharged." 


The .22 caliber bullet pierced 


one eye and lodged in Temparali'a 
brain.
